Next morning I was away bright 
and early and passed many deserted 
dwellings, especially as I reached the 
Lower Flat, which even at that date 
was a well settled farming district. 
My thoughts were, if even the threat 
of war makes this desolation, what 
must it be like in a country where ac- 
tual armics had passed and re-passed. 
1 stopped for dinner at a fine looking 
farm house and the ownerless hens 
again supplied me with fresh eggs. 
Both mine and my little pony’s ap- 
pearance was tough; muddy and tra- 
vel stained after our long swim the 
night before, I was dressed in 
Hudson’s Bay style, wearing a duffle 
capot with hood, which I had up, the 
weather having turned cold, | hada 
Winchester rifle across my saddle and 
a large revolver in my holster, which 
with tong stroud leggings, made me 
look very much like I would imagine 
the South African Boers appeared, 

On reaching the top of Miller’s Hill 
1 struck the first pickets, who were 
two fine looking mounted policemen 
with their accoutrements polished and 
their ine horses groomed to a finish. 
The contrast was so great between 
them and myself that it annoyed me, 
and when they rode up and asked my 
business and destination I made no 
reply. My pony evidently felt like 
myself, and as one of them approach- 
ed rather closely, she let him have 
both heels with a squeal, much to my 
suppressed amusement. On we rode 
down the hill, my escorts on each 
side, but keeping a cautious distance, 
On reaching Goschen (H. B, C, Re« 
serve) the police had a brick build- 
ing there for an outpost, and one of 
the riders caught my bridle rein and 
told me in military tones that I must 
wait inspection by the officer in com- 
mand, Out came the officer, when I 
threw back my hood and grinned at 
him. “Why,” he said, ‘it is Mr, 
Beatty!” Nothing would do but 1| 
must come in, tell him the news and 
have a refresher, which by the way 
was most acceptable, for I was stiff 
and sore with the long ride and ex- 
posure. The guards looked rather 
silly at the result of their capture, I 
told the officer all I could think of 
in reference to the state of the north 
country, also that I. was carrying des- 
patches to the Hon. Lawrence Clarke 
from Ft. La Corne. “How did you 
cross the river?” was his question, 
"I swam it,” was my reply, and that

Up to the Mission I rode, found 
Mr. Clarke’s residence, and met him- 
self noting with much regret that he 
looked a broken man (he was presént 
at the Duck Lake fight and lost some 
close friends), I handed over my 
papers and he thanked both Goodfel- 
Jow and myself with tears in his eyes 
at our loyalty to the old company and 
the saving of s0 much valuable prop- 
erty. 

Here an interlude may be in order 
to show the great contrast between 
those days and our own, as at present 
when you ask a man to do anything, 
the question is, “How much is there 
in it?” = Later on at the close of the 
rebellion I sent in my account for 
time served in the company’s inter- 
ests a\F. La Corne. The amount 
was, | think, five or six days at $2.00 
per day, and Goodfellow’s was only a 
trifle larger, for he put in a little more 
time.

doubt due to my dugking, so started 
back next morning for La Corne, go- 
ing by way of the Indian Reserve 
where there were one or two men 
living, and I swam the pony but was 
crossed over with a canoe. On 
reaching Goodfellow’s, I was seized 
with a violent attack of quinsy which 
reached a dangerous stage for some 
days. While I was  convalescing, 
news of Midleon’s victory and Riel’s 
capture reached us, and there was 
much rejoicing. So away we went 
back home to Stony Greek in the 
same order as our arrival. I found 
on reaching our lone house that the 
Indians had been in, evidently friend- 
ly, for though there was moccasin 
tracks everywhere, nothing was 
touched, not even our seed potatoes. 


A little explanation as to the prime 
causes of this outbreak amongst the 
French half-breeds and Indians may 
be of interest to the more recent set- 
tlers in the northwest. At first be it 
understood that with the exception of 
a few government pets, the whole 
country in 1884 from Fort Garry to 
the Rockies was seething with agita- 
tion, Petition after petition had been 
sent to Ottawa for redress of griev- 
ances and these were as regularly filed 
away and little or no notice taken of 
them, The Canadian. Pacific Railway 
was an iron monopoly, very much 
worse than the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany had ever been, They held the 
whole country in their grasp, No 
other roads could enter the country 
and exorbitant freight rates absorbed 
the small earnings of the scattered 
settlers. Talk of annexation with 
the United States was rife, and no 
doubt often encourag ' by local Am- 
erican settlers, Land laws were rot- 
ten, and after you had put in three 
years’ full time in proving a home- 
stead it was often more than that time 
before you could secure a patent. The 
half-breeds living along the Saskat- 
chewan since the early seventies had 
petitioned Ottawa again and again 
asking for the old Red River system 
of river frontage for their farms, but 
this was refused, and in the meantime 
white men were coming in and squat- 
ting on what they considered their 
lands, Very much the same causes 
existed that helped to make the first 
rebellion of °69-'70, the French, with 
their excitable natures, going much 


further than the more stolid British, 
The latter were willing to agitate for 
their rights, but when it came to ac- 
tual rebellion they would not be a 
party to it.

Western Boards of Trade Anxious to 
Have Hudson Bay Railway 
Completed. 


The Pas, Man.—The matter of the 
completion of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way was brought up at a conference 
of representatives of Northern Boards 
of Trade of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan held here, when representatives 
attended from Saskatoon, Prince Al- 
bert, Regina, Melfort, Tisdale, Noko- 
mis and Winnipeg. 


Prof. R. C. Wallace, commissioner 
for Northern Manitoba, moved that 
the government be urged\ to take 
steps during the present session to 
arrange for the immediate completion 
of the Hudson Bay Railway. Dr. 
Wallace stressed the importance of 
the Hudson Bay Railway to the peo- 
ple of Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 
He felt that the delegation which had 
waited on the government during the 
previous sess on had an effect and he 
thought could be followed by another 
delegation. He considered that not 
only the Boards of Trade but other 
western organizations should com- 
bine in this matter. H.G. Dawson, 
of the Melfort Board of Trade, 
seconded the motion. Mayor B, M. 
Stitt, of The Pas, said that in putting 


forward the Hudson Bay Railway 
completion to the Federal Govern- 
ment the question of the natural 


resources of the country should be 
stressed in addition to advocation of 
the line from the point of view of a 
wheat outlet. All possible data on 
this subject should be gathered. 

The motion was carried, 

Prof. Wallace moved that in the 
opinion of the conference the pre 
vious resolution should be presented 
to the government by a delegation 
representing all Western Boards of 
Trade and other western organiza 
tions.

‘Death Claims Champ Clark! 


Passes Away Within Two Days of 
His Retirement From House, 


Washington.-Champ Clark died 
here in his seventy-first year and 
within two days of his retirement 
from the House of Representatives, 
after a service of 26 years.

League of Nations Executive Ex- 
plains Situation Re Mandates, 
Paris.—In its reply to the United

of Nations says: “The Council not 
only welcomes but feels justified in 
claiming the sympathy and support of 
the government which devised the 
scheme the council is required to ad- 
minister.”

_ Required by Britain 


Says Am 


The naval holiday, says the Chicago 
Tribune, recognizes that if the pur- 
pose of world safety is served by the 
present position of the navics of the 
world it is sufficient for this purpose 
to maintain the present relation. Mere 
are the navies of the world, They are 
sufficient for their purposes if the pur- 
pose is peace. Then why increase 
the size of any one of them? Fora 
definite term of years why not sus- 
pend building and save money? 

The Tribune continucs: 

The proposal is that there shall be 
an agreement to this end. The con- 
sent of the United States,Great Bri- 
tain, and Japan is sufficient. We do 
not need the greatest navy in the 
world. Great Britain does. The 
United States is not a world empire 
with an insular nucleus, ‘The British 
Empire is. We need the second navy. 
It would be insane extravagance to 
try for the biggest one. 

Great Britain has no money just 

now to build capital ships. That is 
the foundation of nine-tenths of the 
British indecision regarding capital 
ships. Building is not, for the pres- 
ent, the only protection the British 
have against American building. An- 
other protection is in the Japanese 
alliance. That alliance is to be re- 
newed, and we shall determine the 
terms of it. 
-If we came to a naval agreement 
with Great Britain, there may be no 
British-Japanese alliance. If we do 
not come to such an agreement, and 
if we show the intent to build against 
the British navy, there will be a 
British-Japanese alliance, and it will 
be against the United States. 

Then the United States will be 
building not against the British navy 
alone, but against the British and 
Japanese navies.. We shall be forced 
to the folly of a two-power standard, 
or lose the entire object. Alliances 
in Europe and Asia can push us far- 
ther than fhat. They can push us to 


_the three-power standard, or four- 


power, 


Here is a foolish, wickedly extra- 
vagant, and dangerous policy which 
is not required by American needs, 
and which would serve no real Am- 
erican purpose a mad chase for a 
supremacy we do not necd and should 
not be allowed to have. 
sIf that is madness then what is 
to be gained by expensive increases in 
naval force which do not change the 
relative effectiveness of navies, If 
ten capital ships constitute the most 
powerful fleet, why increase the num 
ber to twenty? It must be conceded 
on the one side that the purpose is to 
shove Great Britain into secondary 
place ,or that it is merely to make a 
useless and costly addition to a fleet 
which already is sufficient for its 
purpose if other navies remain at 
their present strength. 

It does seem impossible to twist 
this simple, sound policy, but nothing 
is impossible when American perver- 
sity of thought is fully aroused. There 
is a plain course for congress to pur- 
suc, if Borah could penetrate it with 
some common sense. That is to in- 
quire, through the proper channels, if 
Great Britain and Japan will rest for 
a specified period. 

Great Britain will say yes instant- 
ly If Japan hesitates, it is possih! 
for Great Britain and the United 
States to produce convincing argu- 
ments why she should say yes, If it 
were impossible, short of war, to 
prevent Japanese nayal increase, the 
policy might fall. . Then the needs of 
the United States, with relation to 
Prospective Japanese activity, could 
be ascertained. t 

Even in failure it would be known 
that the United States and Great 
Britain had a common purpose and 
we should not be committed: to ‘the 
Insanity of a drive against British 
security, The uation which declines 
the naval holiday now, with every 
consideration of national economy 
begging for it, is a nation consciously 
Or unconsciously preparing for war.

Thousands of Miles of Railway 
Lines Destroyed and Bridges

A description of apparently serious 
conditions in Russia, under the Bol- 
shevik administration, as taken from 
Soviet newspapers and other docu- 
ments, is given in a statement issued 
by A. J. Sack, director of the Russian 
informiation bureau in the United 
United States. 

The official Bolshevik Izvestia, of 
December 28 last, contains the text of 
a speech by Trotzky before the eighth 
congress of Sovicts,in which he de- 
clared: 

“At present about 14,000 versts 
(36,000 miles) of Russian railroads 
are destroyed; so that only the cen- 
tral part, about 15,000 versts, remains | 
intact. Three thousand bridges and 
16,000 telephone and telegraph lines 
have also been destroyed, and we 
have about 61 per cent. of sick loco- 
motives,” 

The Economicheskaia Zhinz (Econ- 
omic Life) says that ‘news is already | 
beginning to reach us from the cen- 
tral provinces of famine having set in 
among the people, and about the!

Wheat in Rotation 


Acgument For Abandoning the Old 
One-Crop System of Growing 
Wheat. 

In 1919, some experiments were 
started at University Farm, St. Paul, 
Minn, in which wheat was grown 
under three different system: (1) Con- 
tinuous wheat with oats; (2) alternat- 
ing wheat with oats; (3) in a rotation, 
with oats, clover and corn, In ord- 
er to give the best chance possible in 
each case manure was applied at the 
rate of 2 tons per acre in each sys- 

tem. 

The ten-year average yield for the 
wheat, grown continuously, was 19 
bushels per acre; where alternated 
with oats 23.38 bushels per acre, re | 
for wheat, in rotation, 27.77 bushels 
per acre. At this rate 3 acres of 
wheat grown in rotation with clover, 
corn and oats yielded a little more 
than 4 acres of wheat grown continu- 
ously on the same land, By the rota- 
tion system 1 acre in every 4 may be 
devoted to clover and still the farm 
will produce more, wheat than, if all 


the acres were planted to whcat con- 
tinously,

U.S. Senator Has Idea To Help Great 
Britain and France. 

Senator Willis, of Ohio, Mr. Hard- 
ing's successor, has found a way to 
help France and Great Britain to pay 
their debts to us. Not in full pay- 
Ment ,but as a credit on account of 
the $4,477,000,000. Great Britain owes 
ls, Jamaica, the Bahamas, the Wind- 
ward Islands and the Lesser Antilles, 


including Trinidad, would be trans- 
ferred to the United States. As part 
Payment of the $3,447,000,000 owed by 
France we should take over the 
Island of Guadeloupe and several 
Smaller islands in the West Indies. 
With these mew possessions, the 
Senator argues, we should have com- 


Plete control qf the West Indian and 
Caribbean Sea; they are necessary to 
us as a means of safeguarding the 
Panama Canal. 


That may be true, but the Ohio 
Senator overlooks one controlling 
point He says nothing about con- 


sulting the people of these islands as 
to their transfer to another sover- 
eignty. A hundred years ago, even 
50 years ago, governments might not 
have felt that it was essential to ask 
these peoples whether they would be 
content to be traded off in this fash- 
ion in payment of adebt. It is dif- 
ferent now. The principle of self- 
determination is one that Great 
Britain and France will not disre- 
gard; we should be little likely to 
Overlook it-—~From the New York 
Times.

One million dollfts is the amount 
of money that has been spent by the 
farmers of the three prair rev 
inces during the past three years fo:

Field Crops Branch of the S 1 
wan Department of Agriculiure 

The investigation revealed the fact 
that 390 million pounds of weed seeds 
had been hauled to the head of the 
lakes during the three years, or suf 


seeds to 


ficient to fill a train of 6,421 of 
60,000 pounds capacity. 
“It is a curious fact,” said an offi 


cial of the branch, “that the big 
losses which the farmers are bearing 
first in the cost of hauling from the 
farm to the local market and 
wards in cost of transportation to 
the lake front of a valueless product, 
are apt to be entirely overlooked. 
Yet heavy as their lessons are, this 
item of transportation of weed seeds 
is one of the smallest items in the 
cost of weeds to farmers of the west 
ern provinces and the bill for which 
they are footing year after year. 
Weeds lower the value of the farm, 
steal plant food and moisture from 
the soil, crowd out the growing grain 
and add to the cost both of harvest- 
ing and threshing, to say nothing of 
the lowering of grades.” 

Some of the figures gathered by 
the Field Crops, Branch in the course 
of its investigation are startling A 
number of rejected cats, shipped 
from 22 typical points in Saskatche 
wan, were examined for wecds. he 
weed secds were found to number all 
the way from a few hundred thou 
sand up to 4,154,880 per bushel of 
grain.

Bird | Protection | 


On Saturday, Hainer 12, in Con- 
vocation Hall, University of Alberta, 
to a large and representative audience 
of sportsmen, farmers and teachers, a 
lecture was delivered on the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act by Associate 
Professor Rowan, Department of Bio- 
logy, Honorary Federal Game Officer 
of the Province of Alberta. 

The lecturer dealt at some- length 
with the general conditions of our na- 
tive birds and then proceeded to de 
monstrate that this reduction is a ser- 
ious menace to the future welfare of 
agriculture, finally explaining the 
main provisions of the Migratory Birds 
Convention Act. Following on the 
reading of the paper a series of beau- 
tiful lantern slides were exhibited il- 
lustrating the main types of birds 
dealt with under the act, with some 
remarks on how the pictures were se- 
cured. Some of these were kindly 
loaned for the occasion by the Domin- 
fion Parks Branch of the Department 
of the Interior at Ottawa, whilst oth- 
ers, and these included the pick of the 
exhibition, were loaned by the taker, 
Mr. Alex Lawrence, the Manitoban or 
‘nitholovist. The rest were of the lec- 
turer’s own taking. A unique motion 
picture of Trumpeter Swans in their 
winter retreat in the heart of B.C., 
also loaned by the Dominion Parks 
Branch, closed the lecture. 

Among the points of main inter 
est brought out by the lecturer were 
the following: Farming and mining, 
followed by the inevitable railroads, 
are making all parts of the province 
accessible to gunners. Unrestricted 
shooting in the earlier history of the 
country has played havoc with many 
species of birds. A number are now- 
adays considered rarities, while others 
have been entirely exterminated. One 
of the main objects of the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act is to shield these 
remnants no matter how easily their 
breeding or migratory feeding 
grounds may be reached by sportsmen 
and to give them an opportunity of 
recovering from their present critical 
status. By this means it is hoped that 
all game birds now protected through- 
out the year, instead of becoming ex- 
tinct, will one day again figure in the 
sportsman's legitimate bag. 

The importance of birds to agricul- 
ture is always underestimated. They 
are essential to its very existence. 
Were it not for the hawks and owls, 
meat eaters; the finches, weed-seed 
eaters; the warblers and scores of 
other insect eaters, grain loving ro- 
dents, weeds and insects would alto 
gether*combine to make agriculture 
an impossibility. A number of facts 
were recounted in support of this 
statement. Another aim, hereafter, of 
the act, is to ensure, on behalf of our 
greatest industry, farming, the pre- 
servation of our birds, The number of 
harmful species is very, very small, 
and for these protection is not sought. 

The act is international, being a 
mutual agreement with the United 
States. Our birds are therefore pro- 
tected, at all events over the greater 
part of their yearly range and in the 
case of many species, over the whole 
of it.
